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oo explosion causes problems at CSUS

The major fire that followed 
Tuesday’s gasoline tanker truck acci- 
dent caused serious traffic problems 
and concern about the effects the bun- 
ing fuel in the air could have had on 
students at CSUS. 

‘According to California Highway 
Patrol Spokesman Jim Harris, High- 
way 50 was closed to traffic in both 
directions at 6:05 a.m. when the 
westbound tanker truck collided witha 
small car and lost control, eventually 


rolling the trailer just east of the Howe © 


Avenue overpass. A large fire with 
flames shooting nearly 80 feet in the air 
began shortly thereafter. 

The driver of the tanker truck 
emerged unhurt, and the woman driv- 
ing the car suffered only a broken rib, 
cuts and bruises, Harris said. 

Harris said that preliminary investi- 
gations indicate that the woman driv- 
ing the car was at fault in the accident. 

The closure of Highway 50 forced 
many people to use secondary roads, 
jamming La Riviera Drive, Howe Av- 
enue, Folsom Boulevard and other 
Streets in the vicinity of campus. The 
traffic caused commute delays in some 
cases of more than one hour. 

The fire raged-for several hours, 
increasing traffic delays. Eastbound 
Janes on 50 reopened at 11:30 a.m., but 
westbound lanes did not begin reopen- 

ing until 3:50 p.m., Harris said. 

The potentially hazardous effects of 
the fumes caused by the fire were also 
a center of concern: Charles Hines, 
environmental health and safety de- 
partment senior technologist, said he 
called campus departments to pass on 


the Sacramento Air Quality Manage- 
ment District guideline that outside 
physical activity should be limited as 
long as it was possible to see, taste or 
smell the smoke. 

Health and Safety Director George 
Anastas said, “The message we passed 
on was no different than the warning 
issued by the Sacramento Air Quality 
Management District.” 

The Student Activities Office dis- 
tributed fliers to fraternity rush booths 
set up in the Library Quad. The flyer 
advised that, because of the fire and the 
generally poor air quality on Tuesday, 
outside events in the Library Quad 
should be curtailed. 

“We advised the groups in the Li- 
brary Quad of the situation so that they 
could make a decision,” Student Ac- 
tivities Director Lou Camera said. 

Camera said he did not know of any 
groups that took their booths down 
earlier than usual because of the advi- 
sory. 

Camera said that intramural foot- 
ball games were played on schedule 
Tuesday afternoon. 

Sacramento Air Quality Manage- 
ment District spokesperson Lori Kabza- 
Lee said that while the fire could have 
created slightly more harmful ozone in 
the air on Tuesday, no air monitoring 
stations detected any abnormal read- 
ings. 

Kabza-Lee said that the pollution 
standard index (PSI) for Tuesday was 
113, which is in the unhealthy cat- 
egory. She said that the PSI must 
reach 138 before a health advisory is 
issued. 

Dr. Philip Siegel, a physician who 
works in the health center, said he was 
originally concerned about the fire, but 
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Tuesday’s explosion caused columns of smoke to rise 80 feet above Highway 50. The fire continued to burn for hours after the 6 a.m. accident occurred.

Fee may be charged for 
off- campus Internet use

Sacramento State officials disclosed 
plans Wednesday to charge students a 
fee for linking up with the Internet from 
off-campus terminals. 

The charge would be $12.50 per 
month, which includes a maximum of 
75 hours of primetime (6 a.m.-12 p.m.) 
use, and 90 hours of non-primetime (12 
p.m,-6 a.m.) use. One dollar would be 
charged for every hour thereafter, 

According to David Hill, Director 
of University Computing and Commu- 
nications, the option is being consid- 
ered because there is a slim chance the 
university will be unable to provide 
sufficient phone lines in the future to 
satisfy the growing demand to use the 


Internet. 

“With the increased demand, we 
don’t think there is much likelihood 
that the budget can continue to support 
that activity,” Hill said. 

TheCSUsystem collectively sought 
acarrier for Internet phone lines. Sprint 
was the lowest bidder and received the 
account. 

Sprint plans to set up kiosks across 
campus where students could use their 
credit card to get an Internet account. 
Twenty-two CSU campuses have 
agreed to have kiosks set up for this 
purpose and within the next few weeks 
Sprint will be looking toreachan agree- 
ment with CSUS. 

Atthis time there are approximately 
2,000 terminals on campus that can 
access the Internet. Only 210 phone 


lines are available to help the more than 
10,000 students and faculty who have 
Saclink accounts access the system from 
off campus, said Hill. 

In November 1994, a study con- 
ducted by Pacific Bell found 52,000 
busy signals in a 5-day period of those 
trying to trying to access their Internet 
accounts. CSUS will be forced tocharge 
for superhighway access to not only 
prevent busy signals, but to continue 
Internet services. 

Hill believes charges would be ef- 
fective no earlier than November, if the 
deal is made. 

Hill said, “We are interested in pro- 
viding the best service possible. Unfor- 
tunately, the demand exceeds the sup- 
ply. And that’s not just on this campus, 
that is the entire CSU System.” 


Safe Rides to start today

ASI’s Safe Rides program returns 
to action tonight, continuing the im- 
portant service of picking up intoxi- 
cated students and driving them safely 
home. 

As in past semesters, anyone who 
dials the number, 1-800-GO4-CSUS 
willreceive aride home from local bars 
and parties on Thursday, Friday and 
Saturday nights between 10 p.m. and 3 
a.m. 

“Wedon’ttake them to other bars or 
parties when we pick them up,” ASI 


Safe Rides Director Eric Renner said. 
“The program is for the safe transpor- 
tation of the intoxicated student to his 
or her home. The idea is to keep them 
and others they might come into con- 
tact with alive, and that’s what we do. 
When a volunteer picks them up, the 
only place he will take them is to their 
home.” 

The program is staffed on opera~- 
tional nights by three teams, each team 
consisting of a driver and a navigator 
who travel together in a vehicle.’ 

“We never allow them to go out 
alone,” Renner said. 

The staff members are all unpaid 


student volunteers who must first un- 
dergo a short course on the program 
before they are allowed to go out in the 
field. The only payment received by 
any member of the program is reim- 
bursement for their gas and mileage 
because the volunteers use their own 
personal vehicles to provide the rides. 
According to Renner, the program was 
originally the idea of Jody Eaton and 
Rick Miller, who began the program in 
1989 with thé help of the Greek frater- 
nities on campus. 

“Then,” Renner said, “the board of 
directors of ASI, at that time, recog-

nized the importance of the program 
and decided to bring it on as an operat- 
ing program of the student govern- 
ment.” 

The program is growing rapidly. In 
the spring semester of 1994, 617 stu- 
dents utilized the program. In the 1995 
spring semester thatnumber jumped to 
1012. 

One of the objectives Renner hopes 
to achieve as director of the program is 
to acquire the use of state vehicles from 
the University Transportation and Park- 
ing to help meet this increasing de- 
mand. 

A budget of $21,000 is supplied by 
ASI to operate the program. Various 
organizations, both on and off campus, 
contribute to the program. These in- 
clude Cellular One, Mountain Miké’s 
Pizza and various fraternities and clubs 
on the campus. 

“The Newman Center (the church 
across. the street from the J street 
entrance to the campus) gives sup- 
port in kind,” Renner said. “They 
allow us to operate the program from 
the Church’s facility at no charge. 
We burn the lights, put wear and tear 
on their equipment and it is all free.” 

Father Joe McCarthy of the 
Newman Center said the Center be- 
came involved when, “Eric Renner 
came to us alittle over a year ago and 
explained that the program had lost 
its base of operations and, if a new 
site wasn’ t obtained, there was a dan- 
ger of the program being closed down. 
I thought it was a very good idea. I 
respect what they are doing and I am 
very happy to be part of a positive 
approach to a serious problem. The 
program is good for the students, the 
campus and the community.

said.

One of the 
members of this particular pack of reporters que- 
ried him ona recently-introduccd piece of legisla- 
tion that suggested the death penalty for drug 
smuggling. Newtseemedratherenthused with the 
idca, and speculated that it, as a deterrent to this 
heinous crime,would make drug smugglers think 
twice about their current career path. 

This got me to thinking about drug smuggling 
and themethodsour government usesinitsstruggles 
against this criminal enterprise. This is foremost 
an enterprise and, just like any other business, it 
exists toefficiently serve demandandmakemoney. 
Not too long ago, those who smuggled alcohol 
during Prohibition functioned in the same way: 
theyrisked prosecution toservea seemingly never- 
ending demand. 


Congress passes lots of legislation to curb dmg 
usage and trafficking, but somehow falls short of 


its intentions to rid us ofeither. Why? Because the 
legislation addresses these problems in entirely the 
wrong way. Congress seems intent to stomp out 
drug suppliers and smugglers, like so many cock- 
roaches, all the while ignoring the dirty kitchen of 
demand that draws them in astonishing numbers. 

With no demand, there becomes no need for a 
supply. What should drug smugglers fear the 
most? Prison? Death? Certainly, neither one is a 
thing that anybody desires. But, worse for them 
would be the drying up of demand; so that they 
slowly lose their livelihood, kiloby kilo, as lessand 
less product is needed. This is the nightmare that 
scares them. The one that if ever it came true, 
would take all that they have away, , 

 Itseems obvious, yet Congress looks the other 
way. Why would Congress not want to hit drug 
smugglers where it hurts? Is this fight rigged or 
what? Unfortunately, itscems asif Congress plans 
to throw the fight. It doesn’t care about winning, 
because the payoff'compensates more than enough 
for a loss. The goverment can’t or won't ac- 
knowledge that demand is the reason that these 
drug smugglers fly. boat, or otherwise sneak into 
the country: bringing with them shipments to be 
distributed to the suppliers. 

And then to the dealers. And finally, to the 
streets. To admit that such a ravenous demand for 
drugs exists in our country is also to invite exami- 
nation of that demand. Once demand is estab- 
lished as a fact, then it can be looked at, prodded, 
tumed over in an attempt to understand how it 
came to be. Perhaps Congress is atraid of what 
may be unearthed in a close scrutiny of demand. 
Maybe they don’t want to begin such an investiga- 
tion, because the evidence may raise questions as 
to why such a large number of the citizens consis- 
tently use, abuse, and so create a demand for the 
supply of drugs. 

Our country is allegedly the most advanced on 
Earth, yet is a place of massive discontent. The 
biggestcontributor to this discontentis our govern- 
ment. Women earn 70 cents to every dollar that 
men earn. Homeless people crowd the streets, 
looking for a place to park their shopping carts, 
because affordable housing is shrinking. 

Our education system is dismal, with inner 
cities feeling the budget pressures and passing 
these cuts to the students in the form of inferior 
educationsand substandard school buildings. Work 
incentive programs have been cut, with scant few 
attempts toreplace them or findnew ways to teach 
job-building skills to those who deserve at least.a 
chance to prove to theiiselves that they’re capable 
human beings. Segregation no longer is legally 
enforced, but the “glass ceilings” function just 
as effectively in keeping certain people in their 
place. 

Unhappiness assumes many forms and mani- 
festsitselfmany ways. Sadly, large numbers of our 
fellow Americans seck to escape the pain by using 
and abusing drugs. That, of course, is their doing. 
Drugs are insidious in their method of gradual 
domination over a person, and lots of users end up 
losers because they do not fully understand that 
which they are using. However, our government 
deserves suspicion for its role in creating the 
conditions that disenfranchise so many Amen- 
cans, and leave them litle to look forward to, save 
the next bow! of crack that temporarily takes them 
away.

Medicare plan to be unveiled next week

With the deadline for Congress to 

present President Clinton with a budget 
for the federal government falling today, 
a political turf war over Medicare, one of 
the cornerstones of the “Great Society” 
programs of the Johnson Administration, 
is threatening to hold the budget hos- 
tage. 
The Republican leadership in Congress 
has pledged to make sweeping changes to the 
Medicare program, which benefits over 34 
million Americans. Democrats, not eager to 
see Republicans make major changes to a 
program they took great pride in creating, 
have launched a communications war with 
the GOP, airing commercials attacking the 
reforms in vulnerable Democratic congres- 
sional districts which the GOP is targeting to 
extend its majority in Congress. 

Medicare was signed into law in 1965, 
along with its sister program, Medicaid. 
Medicare itself is divided into two parts, 
A and B. Medicare Part A pays for 
hospitialization for all enrollees. Part B 
pays for 80 percent of doctors’ fees, and 
the enrollee must pay a premium to re- 
ceive these benefits, also known as 


Supplementary Medical Insurance. The 
program is open to those age 65 and 
older, and certain individuals under 65, 
who have a qualifying disability. These 
benefits are meant for short-term hospi- 
talization, and do not cover services such 
as extended nursing home care. : 

The debate over Medicare on Capitol 
Hill does not center around cither party’s 
commitment to the program: both Demo- 
cratic and Republican leaders have an- 
nounced their support of Medicare. The 
issue is centered around the fact that 
many sources, including the Clinton 
Administration, predict that the Medi- 
care system will be insolvent by the year 
2002. This is evidenced by the fact that 
in 1995, premiums only supported 28 
percent of the program, Icaving a S46 
billion gap that is filled by the General 
Fund, i.c. the U.S. Treasury. This sub- 
sidy is forecasted to grow to S151 billion 
by 2004, an annual increase of over 14 
percent. In 1993, the Clinton economic 
stimulus package allocated $57 billion 
in tax increases to Medicare over a five 
year period in an effort to restore some 
stability to the program. The fund, how- 
ever, is still scheduled to collapse in 
seven years. 


To save the nearly $270 billion over 
the next seven years that they claim is 
needed to push the Medicare system back 
into solvency, Republicans in Congress 
have proposed major reforms that would 
give Medicare recipients four options 
from which to choose. The first option 
would allow for recipients to continue 
receiving benclits under the same sys- 
tem as exists today. The other three 
proposals would allow, for innovations 
that were discussed during the health 
care debates of 1993. One alternative 
would be to allow private health plans to 
administer Medicare benctits, providing 
that they conform with federal guide- 
lines. Another option would establish a 
“Medi-Save” program, where the gov- 
ernment gives recipients an incentive to 
bring down the cost of their own health 
care by allocating a sect amount of moncy 
to each individual per year. and allows 
the individual to roll over of keep the 
money that is unspent at the end of the 
year. The final plan would be one in 
which employers could incorporate 
Medicare benefits into their own health 
plans for retirees. Republicans hope 
these innovations will cut back on the 
cost of Medicare, without substantially 


reducing the quality of care. 

In addition to these reforms, the Secre- 
tary of the Department of Health and Human 
Services would be required to report on any 
growth in expenditures on Medicare, and auto- 
matic spending conuols would be triggered to 
prevent the system from falling out of balance. 
Furthermore, the GOP would return the stan- 
dard by which payments to private physicians 
tor Medicare services are made to the more 
fiscally controlled Medical Economic Index, 
rather than the Medical Volume Performance 
Standards in effect now. The Republican plan 
would also give beneficiaries an incentive to 
report dishonest or fraudulent practices on the 
part of their health care provider. 

Democrats are skeptical about the motiva- 
tions of the GOP plan. President Clinton stated 
that the plan would force “500,000 senior citi- 
zens into poverty.” Congressman George Miller 
(D-California) noted that his town hall meet- 


ings had revealed “an overwhelming number ot 


people experiencing a great deal of anxiety over 
the proposed cuts to Medicare.” A CNN/USA 
Today poll would seem to confirm these obser- 
vations, with 39 percent of Americans trusting 
the GOP, Nineteen percent trusted neither 
party to reform the system. The telephone poll 
of 1,210 adults nationwide was conducted by 
the Roper Center from Aug. 4-7, 1995. 


Eastin plans sweeping education reforms

Delaine Eastin, the state school superinten- 
dent, moved to fill what she considers a vacuum 
of leadership that has characterized the educa- 
tional system in California last week with a 
proposal for sweeping changes. Eastin’s first 
major initiative, a proposal for educational re- 
form, asserts what she sees as needed educa- 
tional reform for California. 

Eastin feels that her move is one to assert 

leadership in an educational system that has a 


crippling division of power and no real direc’ 
tion. The educational system in California, has’ 


continued to worsen to the point that California 
is currently tied for last place, nationwide, in test 
scores. , 

Eastin’s plan calls for several major changes 
to be made. First, Eastin is in favor of closing 
school campuses during the school day to pro- 
tect students. She also wants to adopt measur- 
able performance standards atevery grade level 
andincrease mandatory graduation requirements 
at the high school level. Eastin would also 
replace the traditional high school diploma with a 
graduation certificate that would be tied to passing 
exams in core academic subjects. Finally, she 
would create a parent-school contract signed by 
every parent, and have an individual learning plan 
foreach student. Eastin’ s proposals thus far have 
not laid out specific details of her plan. Until 
those details are revealed, the true implications 
and results of what she proposes cannot be 
accurately evaluated or made certain. 

Eastin’s proposal has come under legal chal- 
lenge by Maureen DiMarco, Governor Pete 
Wilson’s secretary for child development and 
education. Among the issues raised by DiMarco 
is thatthe needed authority tomake the changes, 
does not lie with Eastin and her position. “Let 
me be clear,” said DiMarco ina statement to the 


press. “Weare not going to sacrifice the author- 
ity of the governor or the Legislature or the state 
Board of Education without controls.” 

Eastin, however, asserts that her authority to 
institute the needed reforms stem from a little- 
used clause in the state Education Code that 
allows for the use of “alternate schools.” Fur- 
ther, the law authorizes the right to waive 
Education Code provisions for such alternate 
schools. Mike Hersher, deputy general counsel 
for the Department of Education, pointed to 
another provision that allowed these alternate 


_ schools to be developed on.a district-wide ba- 


_Sis, as long as there is an alternative for the 
teachers and parents who decide not to partici- 
pate. In response to Eastin’s proposal, nine 
districts have moved to announce their inten- 
tions to seek the alternative status: San Fran- 
cisco Unified, San Diego City Unified, Pasa- 
dena Unified, Visalia Unified, New Haven 
Unified, Cupertino Unified, Orcutt Union El- 
ementary, Oak Grove Elementary and North 
Monterey County Unified. 

The usefulness of the plan, however, may 
be academic anyway. Eastin’s plan would cost 
approximately $2 billion dollars, an amount 
that may be hard to come by with the current 
budget-cutting mood in the Legislature. 

Regardless, the real question is whether or not 
both Wilson and Eastin can come together in an 
effort to solve the complex problem of the current 
education system in California. For Eastin, the 
achievement would lend much needed authority 
and leadership to her role as superintendent. For 
Wilson, the bipartisanship used to solve such an 
important question, could help characterize him as 
aproblemsolver, andaidhis bid for thepresidency. 
Butmostimportantly for Califomia, the solving of 
the education problem may bejustwhatisneeded 
to breathe life back into an overburdened, cum- 
bersome and ineffective educational system. 


Clinton likens himself to Powell 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Retired Gen. 
Colin Powell’s views on abortion and gun 
control are akin to President Clinton’s and 
“starkly different” from those of the GOP 
presidential hopefuls, a White House spokes- 
man said Tuesday. 

“There is some common-ground thinking 
there” between Clinton and Powell, said presi- 
dential spokesman Mike McCurry, citing the 
retired general's comments in an ABC inter- 
view and trying to poke fun at Republicans. 

While applauding Powell's comments on 
domestic matters, McCurry bristlcd at his criti- 
cism of Clinton’s handling of foreign policy. 

“The policy process formaking foreign policy 
in this administration is considcrably advanced 
from the time that Gen. Powell last checked in 
onit,” McCurry said. “The world has turned and 
time (and) things have moved on.” 

Powell was chairman of the Joint Chiefs of 
Staffin the early part of the Clinton administra- 
tion. He has kept the political establishment 
guessing about whether he will enter the presi- 
dential race. Tle won't even say whether he 
might run as a Republican. independent or 
Democrat. 

In the interview, Powell said he supports 
abortion rights. sees a benefit in affirmative 


action and does not object to some gun controls 
or to amoment of silent prayer in schools, as 
long as it is not mandatory. 

“T wonder how easy it would be for him to 
advance those types of ideas within a Republi- 
can presidential primary process,” McCurry 
said. He suggested that Powell represents a 
breed of “liberal Republicanism” in the vein of 
Jacob Javits of New York, Clifford Case of 
New Jersey and Charles McC. Mathias Jr. of 
Maryland. 

“T didn’t think that (wing of the GOP) was 
alive and well but maybe it is.” McCurry said. 

McCurry said Americans sull need to hear 
detailed comments by Powell on tax and budget 
policy and other issues. “So, [ can’t make any 
judgment about whether he is an echo of Presi- 
dent Clinton at this point.” the White House 
spokesman said. 

Buton matters where Powell has spoken, his 
views “seem to me starkly different than those 
that ve heard so far by Republican presidential 
candidates.” McCurry said. 

Powell presented his views as part of his 
stated effort toreveal more of himself during his 
upcoming book tour, to get reaction and help 
judge whether he should try for the White 
Tlouse. .

WASHINGTON (AP) — The chair- 
man of a special House Republican 
task force on firearms issues says his 
panel has no plans or authority to con- 
duct its own inquiry or hold hearings 
into the deadly 1992 standott at Ruby 
Ridge. 

Bob Barr, R-Ga.. said he and 
several other members of the task force 
met informally last week with white 
separatist Randy Weaver and his at- 
torneys while Weaver was in Wash- 
ington to testily at Senate subcommit- 
tec hearings on Ruby Ridge. Barr said 
his panel, which was appointed car- 
lier this year by House Speaker Newt 
Gingrich, is not conducting a shadow 
investigation into Ruby Ridge. 

But the Idaho Statesman reported 
on Tuesday that Weaver and his daugh- 
ter, Sara. testified before the task force 
last week with no reporters. cameras 





House has no plans to hold 
hearings on Ruby Ridge 


or Democrats present. The paper also 
reported that Barr said on Monday 
that it was likely the task force would 
summon other witnesses as they ap- 
pear before the Senate panel. 

On Tuesday, Barr said the task force 
is examining “a whole range of pos- 
sible cases involving abuse by law 
enforcement, including Ruby Ridge.” 
But he said the panel has no authority 
to conduct hearings or summon wil- 
NESscs tO testify. 

Barr said the meeting with Weaver 
was arranged by Republican Con- 
gressman Helen Chenoweth of Idaho, 
a member of the task force who has 
been following the Ruby Ridge hear- 
ings.

Tyson’sNov.4 fight with Buster MathisJr. will 
aironthe Fox network—one fighttoo late for folks 
whopaid $49.95 for the 89-second PeterMcNeeley 
fiasco, but perfectly timed to deplete the pay-per- 
view audience for the Riddick Bowe-Evander 
Holyfield fight that same night. 

It will be the first major heavyweight fight on 
free TV since Muhammad Ali-Leon Spinks in 
1978. 

The announcement Thursday means the fight 


card for Nov. 4 now includes three bouts: Tyson — 


vs. Mathis on Fox, Bowe vs. Holyfield on cable, 
and the night’sreal grudge match— Showtimevs. 
Time Warner Sports. 

Time Wamer is airing the Bowe-Holyfield 
rubber match at $39.95. Showtime, which has 
exclusiverights to Tyson’s fights, abandoned pay- 
per-view plans and approved the Fox deal. 

ButTyson’s promoter Don King said the move 
to Fox was not aimed at hurting Time Warner, his 
long-time nemesis. King said the idea was a 
spiritual revelation that came to him and Tyson 
35,000 feet up during a concorde flight. 

“We were flying up there... no telephones 
ringing, and the spirit just came upon us,” Said 
King. He approached media mogul Rupert 
Murdochabout bringing the fightto Fox about two 
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weeks ago, and the deal was quickly put in place. 

Fox officials would not comment on how 
much they paid for the bout, but said they expect 
to break even. 

Tyson made $25 million forthe McNeely fight, 
and will probably make less against Mathis with- 
outa share of therich pay-per-view pool. King said 
the decision was “‘nota (financial) sacrifice, butan 
investment” in Tyson’s future popularity. 

The promoter repeatedly said this was Tyson’s 
attempt to give something back to the public, 
although he emphatically denied the McNeely 
fight was a rip-off. 

“That was the best Mike Tyson fight I ever 
saw,” he said. 

Showtime president Matt Blank said Tyson’s 
appearance on free TV would boost interest in his 
next pay-per-view bout, set for March 16 against 
an undetermined opponent. 

“Thatcan only build the legend of Mike Tyson, 
and that’s the business we’re in for the next couple 
of years— building the legend of Mike Tyson,” 
Blank said. “’That’s to everybody’s benefit.” 

“That fight will be over before our fight,”’said 
Holyfield’s promoter Dan Duva. ‘The free fight 
doesn’t affect our event at all.” 

. Might the Bowe-Holyfield fight be moved up 
a day to Nov. 3? 

“T personally have no problem with it,” Duva 

said. “Nov. 4 is nothing sacred to me.”

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Third World politicsatASI 


The school year is just getting un- 
derway and already we are having 
something close to a coup d’état in 
ASL In fact, with mass resignations, 
dismissals, and the attempted ouster of 
a top elected official, the political 
maneuverings of our student govern- 
ment are beginning to resemble those 
of a Third World regime. For today’s 
political science lesson, we will exam- 
inea most recent event—the attempted 
removal of Amy Springer Sharp from 
her position as Executive Vice Presi- 
dent. 

In a blow to certain overzealous 
environmentalists (sorry, squirrel wor- 
shippers), Amy was elected to ASI last 
spring by a wider margin than any 
other elected official, including J.P. 
Werlin. In fact, she is one of only five 
board members currently serving in a 
position they were elected to. How- 

_ ever, last week’s Hornet reported that 
Amy was dismissed from the board 
and, furthermore, there was an ASI ad 
in last Tuesday’s (9/5/95) paper which 
stated that applications were now be- 
ing accepted for her office. It was, by 
all appearances, a done deed. But such 
was not the case. In fact, Amy’s dis- 
missal wasn’t voted on until this 
Monday’s ASI meeting, at which time 
it was rejected. So, for the time being, 
Amy is still on the board. That may 
changeany day. The question is: should 
Amy be removed? As in other areas, 
ASI rules are somewhat ambiguous in 
this area. First of all, it is not clear 
whether Amy is academically eligible, 

« (she is awaiting a grade appeal). Even 
if she isn’t, there is no clear procedure 
for her removal. 


Should the board vote on her re- 
moval? Should it be done automati- 
cally? 

Nobody seems to know for sure. 

Aninteresting questionis why ASI’s 
unelected Executive Director, Carol 
Ackerson, is pushing so hard for the 
removal of a popularly elected board 
member. Is it simply a-question of 
eligibility? Or is it, as my unnamed 
sources tell me, in order to replace her 
with a more administration-friendly 
Executive V.P.? 

Here’sanother issue tocontemplate: 
Since Amy is pregnant, should she be 
entitled to matemity leave? 

Since she is pregnant, should she 
receive two stipends? 

I don’t pretend to have the answers, 
I’m only asking the questions. 

But one thing does seem fairly obvi- 
ousto anyone whose brain size is equal to 
or greater than, a dinosaur’s: At a time 
when there are at least as many vacant as 
occupied seats on the ASI board, the 
powers that be should be focusing their 
energies on filling those vacancies as 
soon as possible, rather than wasting an 
entire ASI meeting, (as happened Mon- 
day), trying to oust a board member. 

Which brings us to our next topic: 
Why so many vacancies on the board? 
There are a number of reasons for this. 
First, several students resigned before 
even taking office. This was done for 
either academic reasons or because 
better opportunities arose. One elected 
official claimed she was resigning be- 
cause she had become a different per- 
son than she was during the election, 
only a few weeks prior. Whatever... 
Nobody ran for several positions, leav- 


ing them vacant. For some of these 
vacant or vacated positions, appoint- 
ments were made. Later it was discov- 
ered thatsome of these appointees were 
academically ineligible and they were 
thus forced out. Other appointed offi- 
cials resigned shortly after their ap- 
pointments. Why somany resignations? 
Maybe these people didn’t like all the 
internal politics at ASI. Maybe they 
were embarrassed to be part of ASI. 
Who knows? If that is not why they 
resigned, then why are students being 
appointed to ASI who don’t have the 
academic qualifications, the commit- 
ment, or the desire to serve on the 


board? I have never seen so many © 


resignations inany organizationin such 
a short period of time. It’s very per- 
plexing. In fact, just this week, two 
more board members resigned. All this 
in the first few months of a new admin- 
istration. What can we look forward to 
in the coming months? Is it any wonder 
that , just like the citizens of a Third 
Worldbananarepublic, ASI’sconstitu- 
ents are losing faith in their govern- 
ment? Meanwhile, amidst this tur- 
moil, the real work of the students isn’t 
getting done. What about last spring’s 
campaign promises? 

To give credit, the book exchange 
was tried. By all accounts, however, it 
was afiasco. Whatabout the ASI news- 
letter? More student parking? (No, wait, 
that was my campaign promise!) It 
seems that so far, ASI’s time has been 
predominantly consumed by internal 
politics.

note that was left on my car when 
I was parked in front of the Stu- 
dent Health Center in a disabled 
parking space. When I was first 
diagnosed with chronic rheuma- 
toid arthritis, I was devastated. 
Then, I changed my _ attitude. I 
could wallow in self pity, or as- 
sume a positive attitude. I chose 
the latter. That’s probably what 
you saw and confused it with a 
“smug look.” It’s imperative that 
people understand that not all dis- 
abled people are confined to 
wheelchairs, have missing body 
parts or walk lamely. In fact, mil- 
lions of seemingly “able bodied” 
people are legally disabled. Some 
have rheumatoid arthritis, mul-

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heart problems, back injuries, etc. 
Also, just for the record, the Depart- 
ment of Motor Vehicles has a criterion 
before it will issue a disabled placard. It 
requires that all people claiming a dis- 
ability provide medical verification 
from a physician.

Some students are upset with us because we backed 
down too soon. Some members of ASI are upset with us 
because we didn’t back down soon enough. What the heck 
is going on at ASI?

After last spring’s AST election several seats on the Board 
of Directors were vacant. Following both tradition and the 
ASI bylaws, J.P. Werlin, ASI President, appointed folks to 
fill those seats. The Engineering and Computer Science seat 
was filled by Larissa. ASI also decided it needed some

members who could devote their time and expertise to some 


of the more technical issues that ASI faces outside of itself. 
The Board created two non-voting positions to address its 
telations with both the University and the Capitol. Johnnie 
was appointed to the Capitol Affairs position. We were both 
thrilled and started working immediately. Larissa created 
the World Wide Web page and Johnnie started negotiating 
with the California State Student Association. Things were 
going great and everybody was happy. 

Unfortunately, when the time came for the VP of Student 
Affairs to verify our eligibility to serve on the ASI Board 
neither of us made the cut. We both had an idea that we might 
not qualify, but neither of us were sure and we had no way 
to verify our position until after we were declared ineligible. 
How could we not know whether or not we qualified? The 
requirements seem pretty clear on the surface, 2.5 GPA and 
carrying seven units. Simple, right? Wrong. The way the 
ASI bylaws are currently written, there are several valid 
interpretations of how the eligibility requirements are to be 
applied. Executive Director of ASI Carol Ackerson inter- 
preted some gray areas one way, Associated Dean of Stu- 
dent Affairs David Rooney interpreted them another. Johnnie

had his interpretations, and Larissa had hers. All of them 
valid, yet in the end only one of them can be accurate. In 
order to maintain its good standing with the University, 
ASI’s Executive Director chose to use Dean Rooney’s 
interpretation. 

The first item on the agenda of Monday’s Board Meeting 
was a motion for the Board to approve the Executive 
Director’ srequest for the resignations of Johnnie and Larissa, 
Robert Hassanelli, appointee for Director of Graduate Stud- 
ies,and herremoval of Amy Springer Sharp, Executive Vice 
President Elect. We Johnnie and Larissa) wanted the Board 
to acknowledge our own personal interpretations of the 
eligibility to serve. Quite frankly, we were expecting them 
to hear our arguments and still declare us ineligible. Seating 
us on thé Board may very well have risked ASI’s good 
Standing with the University and nobody (including us) 
wanted that. 

Obviously that’s not what happened. The meeting was a 
fiasco,.a shame, a circus. We sat there, mortified, as the 
meeting spun out of control. The picture in Tuesday’s 
Hornet of Larissa holding her head in her hands perfectly 
depicts our frustration at that point. Led by Amy Springer 
Sharp, the Chair Pro Tem Shu Chow killed the motion to 
approve the Executive Director’s action. Our avenue for 
getting a stand from the Board was closed for us. The 
remainder of the meeting consisted primarily of members of 
the Board exchanging dirty looks, harsh words and raised voices 
with each other and the audience joining in for good measure. 

After the meeting ended it was almost immediately 
obvious to both of us that our only remaining course of 
action was toresign. Why? Why didn’t we stand up and fight 
toremain on the Board? Ah, the only easy question.of the lot. 
If we remained on the Board we would almost certainly 
jeopardize the relationship between ASI and the University 
that allows ASI to function in its huge role on campus. Strike
